ROBBED LAST NIGHT 


Safe Was Dynamited but Robbers 


Were Scared Away Before 


They Got Into Chest

Handcar Coming South 
A daring attempt was made Friday 
night to rob the Bank of Pequot. The 
citizens were aroused about 2:30 a. m. 
by the sound of an explosion and found 
the bank open and the safe doors blown 
off. The robbers had taken about $100 
in silver, which was in the safe but 
outside the steel chest, and fled, not 
having had time to get into the ¡^chest. 
The attempt, which was plainly that 
of professionals, was one of the bold­ 
est ever made in these parts. The 
wires, both telegraph and telephone 
had been cut on both sides of the town, 
thus preventing speedy notifications of 
other towns. A barricade of ties had 
also been built in* front of the bank, 
from behind which the robbers could 
shoot had they been cornered. After 
breaking into the main part 
of the 
safe and after the citizens became j 
aroused, the depredators left on a hand : 
car which they had in waiting, coming 
south. 
The wires were patched up so that 
the news reached this city by way of 
Bemidji and Wadena about 5 o’clock 
this morning, but few particulars were 
received until later in the forenoon. 
It is reported that the robbers were 
heard to pass Merrifield on the hand 
car and it is thought that they may 
have reached Brainerd in time to get 
out on the 5:45 train south. 
Mr. Buttolph, the owner of the bank, 
was called up by the Dispatch this 
morning and stated that the building 
and safe were damaged to an extent of 
probably $500. 
He also stated that 
there was a reward of[$500 offered for 
the arrest or conviction of either of the 
robbers. No 
suspicious 
characters 
were seen around Pequot prior to the 
rjbbery, though Mr. Buttolph states 
that it is thought that they were heard 
talking in a lumber yard there earlier 
in the evening. 
The local officers were notified this 
miming and are on the lookout for the 
fellows if they came this way. 
Up to 1 o’clock this afternoon noth­ 
ing had been learned of the where­ 
abouts of the handcar taken by the 
robbers, either by the railroad officials 
or the officers here or at Pequot. 
De­ 
puty Sheriff Theorin searched the yards 
in East Brainerd carefully, going up 
the track to Leak, but no signs of it 
could be found, nor had the section 
crew which he met seen anything of it.

SELECTION OF SEED CORN 
(Furnished by the Minnesota Far­ 
mers’ Institutes, St. Antony Park, St. 
Paul. Minn.) 
The total cost of growing and har­ 
vesting an acre of corn is between $10 
and $12. It therefore takes 25 to 40 
bushels at the average price of 30cents 
to cover the cost of production. 
The yield of corn depends, 1st, upon 
the fertility of the soil; 2nd, method of 
tillage and cultivation; 3rd, character 
of seed corn; 4tn, weather conditions. 
Three of these conditions can be con­ 
trolled by the farmer. Charact.r of 
seed is the most important factor of 
all. 
One 10 oz. ear per hill will give a 
yield of 28 bushels per acre; two 10 oz. 
ears per hill gives a yield of 56 bushels, 
a id three 10 < z. ears per hill will give 
| a yield of 84 bushels. The average 
j yield of corn in Minnesota is about 30 
1 bushels per acre. We are growing 
about one third of a perfect stand. 
The corn grower who can cantrol the 
stand of corn is the successful grower, 
and with a “nearly perfect stand” can 
secure 50 to 75 bushels of corn per 
acre with average methods of cultiva­ 
tion. The stand of corn depends upon 
the quality of seed corn. One of the 
most desirable places from which to get 
seed corn for any farm is from the field 
of corn grown on that farm. Select 
at husking time a few of the best ears 
as you find them on good stalks. 
Have 
a basket or box or sack along to put 
these ears in. If you desire to get your 
variety to ripen earlier, go thru the 
field before all the com is ripe and se­ 
lect good ears that ripened first. This 
will probably reduce the size of the 
corn but it will make it earlier. As 
shown by the above figures, large ears 
of corn are not necessary to get a large 
yield. A good yield depends on a good 
stand of stalks that will bear ripe ears. 
When the seed corn is selected in the 
fall, it should be placed where it will 
dry out quickly, where it cannot heat 
and where it will not freeze. The at­ 
tic over the kitchen is a very good 
place for seed corn. 
Every com grow­ 
er should have his aim set for 100 bu. 
per acre. It can be realized in a large 
part of Minnesota.

A little woman from Syracuse, N. Y., 
Is m aking the w eather seers, from 
Major H ersey of W ashington down to 
the littlest clerk in the sm allest w eath­ 
er tow er In the United States, sit up 
m d take notice. 
The little woman is Mrs. Eva F ran­ 
ces 
Smith 
Wilkin, 
wife of 
Henry 
Dwight Wilkin, a prom inent citizen of 
Syracuse. 
And, 
although 
she pro­ 
fesses to be able to prophesy when to 
w ear your rainy day skirt and when 
to sport your fall h at better than do 
the w eather bureau men with their 
big towers and their little Instrum ents, 
she doesn’t m ake any pretense to be­ 
ing an astronom er, an astrologer or 
even a scientist. 
"All the signs are In the heavens, to 
be read by any one who cares to do 
so,” she said to a reporter of the New 
\o rk Globe while visiting the metrop­ 
olis, “and God’s signs are better than 
the signs of men. 
“I began studying the clouds and 
the winds in a desultory way years 
ago. 
At school my favorite studies 
were physical geography and astrono­ 
my, but I never really made any se­ 
rious experim ents until within a year 
or tw o ago. 
Since then I have made 
several discoveries that are considered 
rather important. 
“For example, I have discovered th at 
there are seven signs which, appear­ 
ing together sometimes, Indicate fair 
w eather for a week ahead. By another 
sign I eau foretell the direction of the 
wind for tw enty-four hours. 
I pre­ 
dicted the w eather for ten days w ith­ 
out one mistake. 
During the same 
period the w eather bureau predictions 
W'ere inaccurate three or four times. 
“You see, the men iu the w eather 
bureau sit gazing at little gauges and 
thermometers, barometers, pluviome­ 
ters aud other mendacious inventions, 
but they never look out of the window 
a t the clouds. 
I work without any in­ 
strum ents except my eyes. 
Every 
morning I spend an hour standing on 
the highest point of ground I can find, 
so that I can scan the entire horizon. 
I w atch carefully the changing pic­ 
tures and 
groupings 
made by the 
clouds and consider all the accompany­ 
ing conditions 
before 
I 
make 
my 
prophecy. 
“Of course the w eather bureau men 
laugh at my methods, but they have to 
adm it tile accuracy of my prophecies. 
Major H ersey of the national weather 
bureau iu W ashington has invited me 
to go up in a balloon with him this 
autum n to study the atmospheric con­ 
ditions. 
Ile wishes to convince me

Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 3.—Speaking be­ 
fore the German Bryan club of Lin­ 
coln, William J. Bryan answered the 
criticisms which had been made of 
him by Governor Hughes and other

rience in public life was not sufficient 
to qualify him for the presidency. 
Mr. Bryan asked his audience— 
"Why this new born zeal for expe­ 
rience?” 
He cited Abraham Lincoln, General 
Grant, James G. Blaine, Benjamin Har­ 
rison and Mr. McKinley as having had 
no particular public experience pre­ 
viously to their nominations and as 
for Governor Hughes, whom he said 
had laid special emphasis upon Mr. 
Taft’s experience and qualifications, 
he declared he had but two years’ ex­ 
perience as governor of the state of 
New York, ‘‘and yet he thought three 
months ago that he was as well quali­ 
fied for the presidency as Mr. Taft.” 
The Democratic 
candidate 
main­ 
tained that if he measured up to Gov­ 
ernor Hughes in experience in public 
life the governor ‘‘ought not to urge 
my inexperience as an objection to 
me.” 
Taking up the charge that he may 
not make wise appointments if elect­ 
ed to the presidency, Mr. Bryan in­ 
sisted that the argument should not 
be made by a Republican, because he 
said for the next two years at least, 
the senate would be Republican, and 
would pass upon all Important appoint­ 
ments, thus sharing in the responsi­ 
bility if any objectionable men became 
officials. ‘‘I am satisfied,” he said, 
"that I can find such excellent men 
that even a Republican senate will 
not dare reject them.”

AMERICANS OPPOSE 
DR. KOCH’S THEORY 


Adhere to Idea o! Unity et the 


Tubercle Bacilli. 


Washington, Oct. 3.—The theory of 
Dr. Robert Koch, the eminent German 
■dentist, that tubercle bacilli of bo­ 
vine tuberculosis are different from 
those of human 
tuberculosis, was 
challenged by the solid array of Amer­ 
ican veterinarian delegates before the 
International Congress on Tuberculo­ 
sis. They joined hands with Profes­ 
sor S. Arloing of France, Dr. Arthur 
Newsholme of London, Dr. Herman 
yon Schrotter of Austria, Professor G. 
Sims Woodhead of Cambridge, Eng.; 
Professors J. Fibiger and C. O. Jensen 
of Copenhagen, Dr. M. P. Ravenel of 
Madison, Wis., and professor Theo­ 
bald Smith of Boston and others in 
asserting the fallacy of the opinions 
of the discoverer of the germ of tuber­ 
culosis. The discussion did not, how­ 
ever, by any means close the contro­ 
versy, and doubtless It will be waged 
indefinitely with the scene shifting 
from the platform to the medical pub­ 
lications of the world. 
When, on Wednesday last, Dr. Koch 
declared before the congress that “up 
to date in no case "*f pulmonary tu­ 
berculosis has the tubercle bacilli of 
the bovine type been definitely dem­ 
onstrated,” and that he still main­ 
tained his position that pulmonary tu­ 
berculosis was produced by the tuber­ 
cle bacillus of tho human type exclu- 
nfvely, he found himself in sharp an­ 
tagonism with many eminent Euro­ 
pean and American adherents of the 
theory of the unity of the tubercle 
bacilli. 
It had been expected that Dr. Koch 
would recede from his original posi­ 
tion, announced at the British Con­ 
gress on Tuberculosis in 1901, and his 
restatement that as a result of a se­ 
ries of experiments carried on for a 
long period but confirmed his original 
stand, served to rekindle the fires of 
opposition. 
So far Dr. Koch seems to have few 
supporters, and that* those who do 
support him are not very aggressive.

bank of pequot 
ROBBED LAST NIGHT 


Safe Was Dynamited but Robbers 
Were Scared Away Before 
They Got Into Chest 


$100 IN SILVER WAS TAKEN 


Robbers Cut Telegraph and Tele­ 
phone Wires and Escaped on 
Handcar Coming South 
A daring attempt was made Friday 
night to rob the Bank of Pequot. The 
citizens were aroused about 2:30 a. rn. 
by the sound of an explosion and found 
the bank open and the safe doors blown 
off. The robbers had taken about $100 
in silver, which was in the safe but 
outside the steel chest, and fled, not 
having had time to get into the behest. 
The attempt, which was plainly that 
of professionals, was one of the bold­ 
est ever made in these parts. The 
wires, both telegraph and telephone 
had been cut on both sides of the town, 
thus preventing speedy notifications of 
other towns. A barricade of ties had 
also been built in* front of the bank, 
from behind which the robbers could 
shoot had they been cornered. A fter 
breaking into the main part 
of the 
safe and after the citizens became 
aroused, the depredators left on a hand 
car which they had in waiting, coming 
south. 
The wires were patched up so that 
the news reached this city by way of 
Bemidji and Wadena about 5 o’clock 
this morning, but few particulars were 
received until later in the forenoon. 
It is reported that the robbers were 
heard to pass Merrifield on the hand 
car and it is thought that they may 
have reached Brainerd in time to get 
out on the 5:45 train south. 
Mr. Buttolph, the owner of the bank, 
was called up by the Dispa tc h this 
morning and stated that the building 
and safe were damaged to an extent of 
probably $500. 
He also stated that 
there was a reward of’$500 offered for 
the arrest or conviction of either of the 
robbers. No 
suspicious 
characters 
were seen around Pequot prior to the 
robbery, though Mr. Buttolph states 
that it is thought that they were heard 
talking in a lumber yard there earlier 
in the evening. 
The local officers were notified this 
morning and are on the lookout for the 
fellows if they came this way. 
Up to I o’clock this afternoon noth­ 
ing had been learned of the where­ 
abouts of the handcar taken by the 
robbers, either by the railroad officials 
or the officers here or at Pequot. De­ 
puty Sheriff Theorin searched the yards 
in East Brainerd carefully, going up 
the track to Leak, but no signs of it 
could be found, nor had the section 
crew which he met seen anything of it.

SELECTION OF SEED CORN 
(Furnished by the Minnesota Far­ 
mers’ Institutes, St. Antony Park, St. 
Paul. Minn.) 
The total cost of growing and har­ 
vesting an acre Of corn is between $10 
and $12. It therefore takes 25 to 40 
bushels at the average price of 30 cents 
to cover the cost of production. 
The yield of corn depends,’ 1st, upon 
the fertility of the soil; 2nd, method of 
tillage and cultivation; 3rd, character 
of seed corn; 4tn, weather conditions. 
Three of these conditions can be con­ 
trolled by the farmer. Charact :r of 
seed is the most important factor of 
all. 
One IO oz. ear per hill will give a 
yield of 28 bushels per acre; two IO oz. 
ears per hill gives a yield of 56 bushels, 
rn id three IO * z. ears per hill will give 
a yield of 84 bushels. The average 
yield of corn in Minnesota is about 30 
bushels per acre. We are growing 
about one third of a perfect stand. 
The corn grower who can cantrol the 
stand of corn is the successful grower, 
and with a “nearly perfect stand” can 
secure 50 to 75 bushels of corn per 
acre with average methods of cultiva­ 
tion. The stand of corn depends upon 
the quality of seed corn. One of the 
most desirable places from which to get 
I seed corn for any farm is from the field 
of com grown on that farm. Select 
at husking time a few of the best ears 
as you find them on good stalks. Have 
a basket or box or sack along to put 
these ears in. If you desire to get your 
variety to ripen earlier, go thru the 
field before all the-com is ripe and se­ 
lect good ears that ripened first. This 
will probably reduce the size of the 
corn but it will make it earlier. As 
shown by the above figures, large ears 
of com are not necessary to get a large 
yield. A good yield depends on a good 
stand of stalks that will bear ripe ears. 
When the seed corn is selected in the 
fall, it should be placed where it will 
dry out quickly, where it cannot heat 
and where it will not freeze. The at­ 
tic over the kitchen is a very good 
place for seed corn. Every com grow­ 
er should have his aim set for IOO bu. 
per acre. It can be realized in a large 
part of Minnesota.

Any One Can Do It, She Say#—Hee 
Twenty-seven Signs by Which to 
Fereeeet Weather Conditione With­ 
out Ute of Instruments. 


A little woman from Syracuse, N. Y., 
b making the weather seers, from 
Major Hersey of Washington down to 
the littlest clerk In the smallest weath­ 
er tower in the United States, alt up 
and take notice. 
The little woman Is Mrs. Eva Fran­ 
ces Smith Wilkin, wife of Henry 
Dwight Wllkln, a prominent citizen of 
Syracuse. 
And, although she pro­ 
fesses to be able to prophesy when to 
wear your rainy day skirt and when 
to sport your fall hat better than do 
the weather bureau men with their 
big towers and their little Instruments, 
she doesn't make any pretense to be­ 
ing an astronomer, an astrologer or 
even a scientist. 
“All the signs are In the heavens, to 
be read by any one who cares to do 
so,” she said to a reporter of the New 
York Globe while visiting the metrop­ 
olis, “and God’s signs are better than 
the signs of men. 
“I began studying the clouds and 
the winds In a desultory way years 
ago. 
At school my favorite studies 
were physical geography and astrono­ 
my, but I never really made any se­ 
rious experiments until within a year 
or two ago. 
Since then I have made 
several discoveries that are considered 
rather Important. 
“For example, I have discovered that 
there are seven signs which, appear­ 
ing together sometimes, Indicate fair 
weather for a week ahead. By another 
sign I can foretell the direction of the 
wind for twenty-four hours. 
I pre­ 
dicted the weather for ten days with­ 
out one mistake. 
During the same 
period the weather bureau predictions 
were inaccurate three or four times. 
“You see, the men in the weather 
bureau sit gazing at little gauges and 
thermometers, barometers, pluviome­ 
ters and other mendacious inventions, 
but they never look out of the window 
at the clouds. I work without any in­ 
struments except my eyes. 
Every 
morning I spend an hour standing on 
the highest point of ground I can find, 
so that I can scan the entire horizon. 
I watch carefully the changing pic­ 
tures and groupings made by the 
clouds and consider all the accompany­ 
ing conditions before I make my 
prophecy. 
“Of course the weather bureau men 
laugh at my methods, but they have to 
admit the accuracy of my prophecies. 
Major Hersey of the national weather 
bureau in Washington bas invited me 
to go up iii a balloon with bim this 
autumn to study the atmospheric con­ 
ditions. 
He. wishes to convince me
